Annual  Report  for  1966 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1966. 

The  estimated  population  at  mid-year  19 66  was  34,050,  an  increase 
of  590  over  the  estimated  mid-year  population  in  1965 » There  were 
667  live-births,  32  more  than  in  1965 « There  were  7 still-births 
compared  with  9 in  1965  and  the  still-birth  rate  was  10.39  per  thousand 
live  and  still-births,  the  corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  17.7* 

There  were  310  deaths  from  all  causes  at  all  ages,  23  fewer  than 
in  1965*  The  corrected  death  rate  was  10,83  per  thousand  population 
which  compares  favourably  with  the  corresponding  rate  of  11.7  for 
England  and  Wales.  There  were  12  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of 
age  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate  was  17*99  per  thousand  live  births, 
which  is  lower  than  the  corresponding  rate  of  19.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  286  cases  of  measles  notified  during  the  year.  Notific- 
ations of  this  illness  have  been  fairly  constant  during  each  of  the  past 
three  years,  but  in  spite  of  this  the  accepted  epidemiological  pattern 
of  epidemics  every  two  years  can  be  seen.  There  was  an  outbreak  towards 
the  end  of  1964-  which  continued  into  the  early  months  of  1965  and  which 
reached  a peak  in  January  of  the  latter  year.  Another  outbreak  occurred 
towards  the  end  of  1966  with  a peak  in  December.  This  outbreak  continued 
into  the  early  months  of  1967*  Otherwise  the  incidence  of  infectious 
illness  was  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  district.  There  was  one  new 
case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  compared  with  3 in  1965  and  4-  in 
1964-.  There  were  2 new  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  in 
1966  compared  with  2 in  1965  and  2 in  1964* 

During  the  year  the  Hazel  Grove  No,  2 Smoke  Control  Order  covering 
249  acres  and  1,278  properties  was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
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and  Local  Government.  This  Order  became  operative  on  1st  October,  1967 
Confirmation  has  also  been  received  of  the  Hazel  Grove  No.  3 Smoke 
Control  Order  which  oovers  453  acres  and  1,722  properties.  This  Order 
will  take  effect  on  1st  November,  1968.  By  this  date  approximately  y 
of  the  total  properties  in  the  urban  district  will  be  covered  by  Smoke 
Control  Orders, 

Details  of  the  work  carried  out  by  members  of  the  Staff  of  the 
Health  Department  are  given  in  the  appropriate  section  of  the  report. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  a great  pleasure  to  express  my  gratitude  to 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued 
support  and  confidence.  I should  like  to  thank  Mr,  Tiplady,  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  help  and  loyalty.  I am  indebted  to 
the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  hard  work  throughout  the 
year  and  to  colleagues  in  other  Departments  for  their  willing  co-oper- 
ation at  all  times.

(ii)  Water  Supply 

The  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is  served  directly  from  the  public  water 
nains  of  the  Stockport  and  District  Water  Board. 

The  water,  which  is  chemically  treated  to  prevent  plumbo-solvent  action, 

Ls  stored  in  impounding  reservoirs,  treated  by  mechanical  filtration  plant  and 
subsequently  chlorinated.  It  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water  and  weekly 
af  the  treated  water  going  into  supply,  the  results  were  satisfactory. 

Chemical  analyses  were  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water  and  treated  water  going 
Into  supply,  again  with  satisfactory  results.

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iii)  Swimming  Baths 


The  District  has  one  privately  owned  Swimming  Bath,  situated  in  Bramhall, 
comprising  an  Outdoor  Pool  and  an  Indoor  Pool,  both  of  which  are  open  to  the 
public  and  are  used  by  Schools  during  the  season. 

The  water  used  is  from  the  public  supply  and  purification  is  by  continuous 
filtration  and  chlorination.  The  efficiency  of  this  treatment  was  checked 
by  tests  carried  out  at  frequent  intervals.  Bacteriological  samples  were 
also  taken  at  regular  intervals  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
for  examination  - all  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

iv)  Moveable  Dwellings 

There  are  no  licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  Urban  District,  and  no  action 
3^  has  been  necessary  under  this  heading  during  the  year. 

v)  Pet  Animals  Act.  1951 

The  occupiers  of  two  premises  in  the  Urban  District  are  licensed  to 
use  such  premises  as  Pet  Shops. 

vi)  Rodent  Control 

Inspections  and  treatments  have  been  carried  out  at  all  types  of 
premises  (domestic,  industrial,  commercial  and  agricultural)  and  at  the 
Council's  refuse  tip,  Sewage  Works  and  depots,  with  good  results.

ix)  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Because  of  the  continued  rapid  housing  development  and  increase  in 
the  population  which  has  taken  place  during  recent  years  it  has  become 
necessary  to  prepare  capital  schemes  to  enlarge  the  capacity  of  the 
sewers  in  parts  of  the  district. 
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In  the  last  six  months  a further  two  premises,  previously  draining 
to  septic  tanks,  have  been  connected  to  the  sewers;  there  are  now  only 
33  premises  in  the  Urban  District  with  water  closets  not  connected  to  a 
sewer  and  23  premises  in  outlying  parts  that  have  pail  closets.

Brucellosis 

During  1966  as  a result  of  regular  routine  sampling  of  milk  produced 
or  retailed  in  the  Urban  District,  dealer  samples  from  two  producers 
were  found  to  be  infected  with  brucella.  Investigations  were 
immediately  carried  out  and  in  both  cases  notices  were  served  prohibiting 
the  sale  of  untreated  milk  from  the  infected  animals,  which  were 
subsequently  slaughtered.  In  the  meantime  arrangements  were  made  for 
milk  from  these  farms  to  be  pasteurised  before  retail  sale. 

4.  Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Ice-Cream 

Premises  registered  for  the  manufacture  and/or  storage  and  sale  of 
ice-cream  have  received  close  attention  during  the  year. 

The  vehicles  and  equipment  of  itinerant  ice-cream  vendors  were 
given  special  attention.
